The Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee’s apparent determination 
to take an active role in moni- 
toring covert C.I.A. operations 
indicates that Congress will be 
heavily involved this year in in- 
vestigating both the foreign and 
domestic activities of the agen- 
cy. Three ..other' committees 
have already announced plans 
to investigate the alleged do- 
mestic spying. 

Meantime, high officials of 
tiie Justice Department met 
late today to plan their inves- 
tigation into possible illegali- 
ties from the C.I.A.'s dieged 
domestic activities. 

Justice officials said that the, 
investigation would be con- 
ducted jointly by lawyers in 
tiie Criminal and Civil Rights 
Divisions, under the direction 
of Laurence H. Silberman, Dep- 
uty Attorney General. 

One. official source said that 
the department’s investigation 
would be governed by Federal 
statutes prohibiting those act-, 
ing under the color of law, 
which includes agents of the 
C.I.A., from conspiring to de-, 
prive citizens of theif civil 
rights. 

The new limitations on the 
C.I.A.’s foreign activities were 
approved late last year by the 
House and Senate as an amend- 
ment to the 1974 Foreign As- 
sistance Act, which was signed 
into' law by the , President on 
Dec. 30. 

The amendment provides that 
no appropriated funds “may be 
expended by or on behalf of 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
for operations in foreign coun- 
tries, other than activities in- 
tended solely for obtaining nec- 
essary intelligence, unless and 
until the President finds , that
